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Bush Backs Gay-Marriage Ban 

Call for constitutional amendment draws swift criticism

Intel Report: Threats remain 
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WASHINGTON I President Bush on Tuesday 
backed a constitutional amendment banning 
gay marriage — a move he said was needed to 
stop judges from changing the definition of 
the “most enduring human institution.” 

“After more than two centuries of 
American jurisprudence and millennia of 
human experience, a few judges and local 
authorities are presuming to change the most 
fundamental institution of civilization,” the 
president said in urging Congress to approve 


such an amendment. Bush left the door open 
for civil unions as an alternative to same- 
sex marriages. 

Criticism was immediate. Democrats 
accused Bush of tinkering with a document 
that forms the bedrock of American democ- 
racy to divert election -year attention from 
his record — an allegation the White House 
denied. A major gay Republican group, the Log 
Cabin Republicans, accused Bush of “pander- 
ing to the radical right.” 


But the American Center for Law and 
Justice, which focuses on family and religious 
issues, praised Bush for helping to “ensure 
that marriage remains an institution between 
one man and one woman.” 

Bush noted actions in Massachusetts, where 
justices on the highest court have indicated 
they will order the issuance of marriage licens- 
es to applicants of the same gender in May, 
and in San Francisco, where city officials have 
issued thousands of marriage licenses to peo- 
ple of the same sex. deb riechmann (ap)

Put Stewart 
On the Stand 

NEW YORK I Martha Stewart will not take 
the stand in her own defense, her lawyer 
said Tuesday, gambling that jurors will not 
need her testimony to acquit the homemak- 
ing icon of lying about a stock sale. 

Stewart’s lawyer, Robert Morvillo, said 
the defense team would call no more than 
two witnesses — a former lawyer who rep- 
resented Stewart when she first met with 
government investigators and, if the judge 
allows it, a memory expert. 

In either case, the Stewart defense is 
expected to start and end its case Wednesday. 
Closing arguments could begin Thursday. 

Legal experts say putting Stewart on the 
stand would have raised a host of concerns 
for her defense team, including having her 
explain inconsistencies in her statements 
and exposing her to risky cross-examina- 
tion by the government. 

Other testimony at the trial has already 
shown Stewart’s quick temper, and she could 
have damaged her case by appearing hostile 
or combative while under intense question- 
ing by prosecutors. ERIN MCCLAM (AP)

A PUBLIC DIVIDED 

Public opinion remains almost evenly split on the idea of an amendment 
banning gay marriage, according to a new Washington Post-ABC News poll. 


WASHINGTON | President Bush’s 
endorsement of a constitutional 
amendment that would define mar- 
riage as the union of a man and a 
woman, excluding homosexual cou- 
ples, generated a massive response in 
Washington on Tuesday, with reac- 
tion coming from both sides of the 
hot-button issue. 

Democrats accused Bush of 
pandering to right- 
wing supporters 
and tinkering with 
the Constitution 
to divert attention 
from his record on 
jobs, health care 
and foreign policy. 

Bush’s statement set a clear policy 
contrast with the two senators who 
are seeking the Democratic nomina- 
tion for president — John Kerry and 
John Edwards. Both said they oppose 
gay marriages but would not support 
a constitutional amendment. 

Banning gay marriage is a top 
priority for Bush’s conservative sup- 
porters, particularly those among 
religious and family-oriented groups. 
But while a majority of Americans 
— sometimes by as much as a 2-1 
margin — oppose legalizing gay 


marriages. Bush’s move could hold 
political risks, particularly if voters 
see him as intolerant or question his 
self-description as a “compassionate 
conservative.” 

Conservatives were delighted 
Bush had plunged in. 

“There is no more important 
issue for our nation than the pres- 
ervation of the institution of mar- 
riage,” said Kelly Shackelford, presi- 
dent of the Texas-based Free Market 
Foundation, afamily advocacy group. 

Momentum for a constitution- 
al amendment has grown as San 
Francisco officials have performed 
thousands of same-sex mar- 
riages and have challenged their 
state law barring such unions. In 
Massachusetts, the state’s high- 
est court has ruled that a state law 
falling short of allowing full-fledged 
marriage for gays would be uncon- 
stitutional. 

Amending the Constitution is 
not quick or simple. A two -thirds 
majority of both the House and 
Senate must pass an amendment, 
and then it would be sent to the states 
for ratification. It must be approved 
by three -fourths, or 38 of the 50.

Calif officials to 
ask court for end 
to gay weddings 

SAN FRANCISCO | Facing increased 
pressure to intervene in San 
Francisco’s same-sex marriage 
debate, California Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer said he’ll go directly 
to the state Supreme Court to try to 
resolve the deeply divisive issue. 

Lockyer said late Monday that he 
would ask the state’s 
highest court on 
Friday whether San 
Francisco’s issuing of 
same-sex marriage 
licenses violates 
state law, which des- 
ignates marriage as 
only between heterosexual couples. 

The announcement by Lockyer, a 
leading Democrat and potential rival 
to Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger in 
the 2006 election, was an attempt to 
stave off criticism from Republicans 
upset at the reluctance of the state’s 
top lawyer to enter the debate. 

Schwarzenegger had ordered 
Lockyer on Friday to “take imme- 
diate steps” to make the city stop 
the gay weddings. 

San Francisco officials had 
already filed their own lawsuit with 
the state Supreme Court, arguing 
prohibitions on same-sex marriages 
are unconstitutional, josh dubow (ap)

Intel Chiefs: Al Qaeda Weak, But Threat Remains

WASHINGTON I CIA Director 
George Tenet said Tuesday that 
the al Qaeda terror group is seri- 
ously damaged but has spread its 
radical anti-American agenda to 
other Islamic extremist groups that 
now pose the greatest threat to the 
United States. 

“The steady growth of Osama 
bin Laden’s anti-U.S. sentiment 
through the wider Sunni (Islamic) 
extremist movement, and the broad 
dissemination of al Qaeda’s destruc- 
tive expertise, ensure that a serious 
threat will remain for the foreseeable 
future — with or without al Qaeda 
in the picture,” Tenet told the Senate 


Intelligence Committee in his annual 
assessment of global threats. 

The leadership of the original 
al Qaeda terror group, which the 
United States targeted after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, is serious- 
ly damaged. Tenet said. Beyond 
al Qaeda however. Tenet said, 
there is a continuing threat to the 
United States from a “global move- 
ment infected by al Qaeda’s radi- 
cal agenda.” 

On another front. Tenet found 
himself on the defensive as com- 
mittee members criticized the intel- 
ligence used by President Bush to 
justify the war in Iraq. “We’re not 


perfect,” Tenet said. “But we’re pret- 
ty damned good at what we do.” 

The public session comes after 
months of scrutiny of the intelli- 


gence community’s so -far faulty

Military Picks Tribunal Cases 


Alleged former aides to 
Bin Laden wall be first 
tried in secretive courts 

WASHINGTON | Two men alleged to 
have been bodyguards and aides for 
Osama bin Laden were charged with 
conspiracy to commit war crimes 
and ordered to stand trial before 
the first U.S. military tribunals 
convened since World War II, offi- 
cials announced Tuesday. 

Ibrahim Ahmed Mahmoud al 
Qosi, of Sudan, was a paymaster for 
al Qaeda, and Ali Hamza Ahmed 


Sulayman al Bahlul, ofYemen, was a 
propagandist for bin Laden, the gov- 
ernment charged in military indict- 
ments unsealed at the Pentagon. 

The two men are among more than 
600 foreign prisoners held at the U.S. 
Navy’s Guantanamo prison camp in 
Cuba. Both spent time in terrorist 
training camps and served as body- 
guards for bin Laden, according to 
military charging documents similar 
to indictments in civilian courts. 

Although President Bush has 
authorized the death penalty for 
suspects convicted by military tri- 
bunals, prosecutors will not seek 


it for the two suspects charged 
Tuesday, the Pentagon said. The 
two face a maximum of life in pris- 
on if convicted. 

Military tribunals are tradition- 
ally used to try alleged war crimi- 
nals, such as Nazi leaders after 
World War 11. 

The military tribunals are expect- 
ed to take place at Guantanamo Bay, 
though the brief charging documents 
do not indicate when. The indict- 
ments also provide no documen- 
tation for government claims the 
men were terrorist conspirators.

Colorado Attorney General Ken 
Salazar led the investigation into 
contacts between the gunmen and 
sheriffs investigators long before the 
attack. He will disclose his findings 
to victims’ parents Wednesday and 
make them public the following day. 

Eric Harris, 18, and Dylan 
Klebold, 17, marched through the 
school on April 20, 1999, gunning 
down 12 classmates and a teach- 
er before taking their own lives. It 
remains the deadliest school shoot- 
ing in U.S. history, (ap)

The World Health Organization, 
which launched the 10 -nation 
immunization campaign onMonday, 
says a polio outbreak spreading from 
one of the states has helped spread 
polio to seven African nations where

Russian President Shuffles Cabinet 


Putin fires his P.M. 
just 3 weeks before 
presidential election 

MOSCOW I Less than three weeks 
before the presidential election. 
President Vladimir Putin fired his 
prime minister Tuesday in a sur- 
prise stroke that rids the Russian 
leadership of a top holdover from 
the Boris Yeltsin era. 

The dismissal of Prime Minister 
Mikhail Kasyanov and his Cabinet 
also apparently bolstered the auth-

ority of Putin’s inner circle of for- 
mer KGB agents. 

Kasyanov was a strong advocate 
of the business tycoons whom many 
Russians regard with disdain. His 


ouster is likely to further boost 
Putin’s already overwhelming 
lead in the run-up to the March 14 
presidential election by attracting 
nationalists and other hardliners 
who accuse Putin of continuing 
the policies of Yeltsin, under whom 
tycoons amassed great wealth in 
questionable privatization deals. 

Putin named Deputy Prime 
Minister Viktor Khristenko, wide- 
ly perceived as essentially a yes- 
man to Putin, as interim premier. 
He must propose a nominee within 
two weeks, vladimir isachenkov (ap) 


Rebels say Aristide 
must leave; advance 
on capital continues 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI I President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide urgent- 
ly appealed for the world’s help 
Tuesday in averting a bloodbath 
and a new exodus of boat people 
as rebels threatened the capital. 

But his plea went unheard at 
home, where opposition politicians 
rejected a U.S. -backed peace plan 
that diplomats have said is Haiti’s 
last chance. 

“There will be no more delays. 
Our answer remains the same. 
Aristide must resign,” said Maurice 
Lafortune, a member of the opposi- 
tion’s Democratic Platform. 

U.S. Secretary of State Colin 
Powell on Monday had asked them 
to delay their formal response for 
24 hours, and opposition leaders 
said Powell had used the time to 
try to assure them the international 
community would call for Aristide 
to step down if he did not honor any 
agreement. 

A State Department official said 
the United States was continuing to 
work with the parties to win accep- 
tance of the plan. A key feature of 
the plan is the appointment of a 
prime minister acceptable to both 
sides in the conflict, (ap)

Troops in Iraq Kill Suspected Qaeda Aide 


Purported Tape of 
Bin Laden’s Aide 
Warns of Attacks 

DUBAI, UNITED ARAB EMIRATES I Two 
audiotapes purportedly of Osama 
bin Laden’s top lieutenant were 
broadcast on Arabic TV stations 
Tuesday. 

The latest audiotapes, attrib- 
uted to Ayman al-Zawahri, aired 
a few hours apart on Al-Arabiya 
and Al- Jazeera networks, com- 
peting Arabic TV stations based 
in the Persian Gulf. 


In Al-Jazeera’s tape, the voice 
challenges President Bush’s claim 
to have liberated Iraq and warns 
of more attacks. 

“The fighting Islamic commu- 
nity — which sent you New York 
and Washington battalions — has 
decided to send you one battalion 
after the other,” the tape warns. 

The tapes were aired as Pak- 
istani forces searched villages in a 
remote region between Pakistan 
and Afghanistan where bin Laden 
and Taliban suspects are believed 
hiding. Al-Zawahri, an Egyptian- 
born physician, is thought to be with 
bin Laden, sarah el deeb (ap) 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. troops killed 
a lieutenant of suspected al Qaeda- 
linked militant Abu Musab al-Zar- 
qawi, the military said Tuesday. 

U.S. officials have offered a $10 
million reward for al-Zarqawi, say- 
ing he is trying to build a network 
of foreign militants in Iraq to work 
on al Qaeda’s behalf 


American troops killed the 
alleged al-Zarqawi associate, Abu 
Mohammed Hamza, in a gunbat- 
tle at a house in the western town 
of Habbaniyah, Brig.

WASHINGTON | A Bush administra- 
tion plan to let Americans travel to 
Libya again was thrown off track 
Tuesday when Moammar Gadhafi’s 
prime minister said his government 
had not accepted responsibility for 
blowing np Pan Am flight 103. 

Libya acknowledged last Angnst, 
in a letter to the U.N. Seenrity 
Conncil, its responsibility for the 
1988 bombing of the jetliner over 
Lockerbie, Scotland, that killed 270 
people, inclnding 181 Americans. 

Prime Minister Shokri Ghanem 
told the BBC that Libya’s govern- 
ment agreed to pay $2.7 billion in 
compensation to the victims’ fam- 
ilies to improve relations with the 
West and to seenre the lifting of U.N. 
sanctions. Asked if the payment did 
not mean Libya had accepted gnilt 
for the bombing, Ghanem replied: 
“I agree with that, and this is why 
I say we bonght peace.” 

State Department spokesman

States had demanded retraction 
of the minister’s remarks.

AL HOCEIMA, MOROCCO I A strong 
earthqnake early Tnesday rocked 
a pictnresqne bnt impoverished 
region of northern Morocco, kill- 
ing more than 550 people and lay- 
ing rnin to several villages. 

The official MAP news agency 
pnt the death toll at 564. The toll 
climbed steadily thronghont the 
day as reseners began reaching the 
hard-hit areas, officials said. 

The qnake shook rnral areas 
near the coastal city of A1 Hoceima, 
an isolated hideaway tncked 
between the Rif Monntains and 
the Mediterranean Sea. 


The 6.5-magnitnde qnake 
strnck at abont 2:30 a.m. local 
time while most residents were 
sleeping. Anthorities scrambled to 
reach abont a half-dozen remote vil- 
lages where 36,000 people live in 
mnd and stone strnctnres nnable to 
withstand a powerfnl qnake. 

Reseners reported difficnlties in 
reaching the stricken area, which 
is served by narrow, poor roads. 
French LCI television showed men 
with pickaxes chipping their way 
throngh debris while others nsed 
their bare hands to try to reach 
trapped victims. 

The qnake — which reverber- 
ated across the Strait of Gibraltar

U.N. Says Iran Hid 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA | U.N. inspectors 
have nncovered evidence of nncle- 
ar experiments that Tehran did not 
previonsly disclose, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency said Tnesday 
in a report warning the conntry anew 
to come clean. 

The dossier, a copy of which was 
obtained by the AP, dealt Tehran 
a setback in its efforts to persnade 
the world that its nnclear program 
is peacefnl and that it is fnlly coop- 
erating with the U.N. agency. 


Nuke Experiments 

IAEA inspectors combing Iran 
for evidence of a weapons program 
fonnd signs of poloninm, a radioac- 
tive element that can help trigger a 
nnclear chain reaction, the report 
said. Iran never mentioned work- 
ing with poloninm-210 in earlier 
declarations of its past and present 
nnclear activities, it said.

Agency Ponders 
Steps to Resolve 
D.C.’s Water Woes 

WASHINGTON I Unable to pinpoint 
the causes of increased lead con- 
tamination, officials who supply 
the water for the nation’s capital 
mulled their options Tuesday. 

In addition to considering stepped 
up replacement of lead water lines, 
members of the District of Columbia 
Water and Sewer Authority board 
are considering postponing other 
major projects to make more per- 
sonnel and resources available to 
replace the pipes.

WASA also announced Tuesday 
it completed testing at all build- 
ings operated by D.C. Public 
Schools. Of 700 samples taken, 
eight exceeded the 15 parts per 
billion level considered safe under 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency standards. The elevated lev- 
els were found in water fountains 
and sinks, prompting officials to 
recommend replacement of the

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Md. to Consider 
Gay Marriage Ban 


Hearing comes in wake 
of President Bushs call 
for new amendment 

COLLEGE PARK, MD. I Bills that would 
amend the state constitution to ban 
same-sex marriages and invalidate 
licenses obtained by Marylanders 
outside the state are scheduled to 
be reviewed by state lawmakers on 
Wednesday. 

The hearing comes a day after 
President Bush called for a federal 
constitutional amendment outlaw- 
ing gay marriage in the wake of San 
Francisco’s decision to issue licenses 
to same sex- couples and court rul- 
ings in Massachusetts that pave the 
way for gay marriages. 

Maryland law currently states 


that “only a marriage between a 
man and woman” is valid. 

The possibility of judicial rul- 
ings that could weaken the law, 
combined with the recent wave of 
marriages in California, prompted 
state lawmakers to propose the two 
bills the Judiciary Committee will 
hear Wednesday. 

Delegate Charles Boutin, a 
Harford County Republican, intro- 
duced a bill that calls for an amend- 
ment of the state constitution that 
would state only marriages between 
men and women are valid. 

The second bill, sponsored 
by Delegate Emmett Burns, D- 
Baltimore County, would make 
marriage licenses that are given in 
other states invalid in Maryland.

Ehrlich Mulls Takeover 
Of Baltimore Schools 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I The state’s offer to 
bail out Baltimore schools remains 
on the table, but Gov. Robert Ehrlich 
has notified the city school board 
that his administration will pre- 
pare emergency legislation that 
could include putting the school 
system in receivership, the gover- 
nor announced Tuesday. 

The news followed the release 
of a financial report that showed 
schools were $75 million in the red 
at the end of last month, millions 
more than school officials report- 
ed last week. 


Meanwhile, Robert Neall, the 
school system’s volunteer finan- 
cial adviser who resigned in frus- 
tration at the lack of progress, met 
late Tuesday with the city’s legisla- 
tive delegation and will work with 
the city’s school officials, an Ehrlich 
spokesman said. 

The governor emphasized he is 
not asking for a state takeover of the 
school board, but said he wouldn’t 
allow its members to obstruct “Sen. 
Neall or some other turnaround 
agent coming in here and fixing

Age Discrimination 
Law Not for Young 


High Court rules that 
statute is intended to 
protect older workers 

WASHINGTON! Age has its benefits, 
the Supreme Court said Tuesday, 
ruling that younger workers can’t 
sue their employers when older col- 
leagues get preferential treatment. 

In a 6-3 decision that affects tens 
of millions of workers, the justices 
said the law that protects older 
employees from age discrimina- 
tion doesn’t apply in reverse. 

The Supreme Court ruled in a 
case brought in 1997 by about 200 
General Dynamics Corp. workers, 
all in their 40s, who claimed they 
suffered a type of reverse discrimi- 
nation because they were too young 


to get benefits being offered to col- 
leagues age 50 and over. 

The workers, who had the 
backing of the Bush administra- 
tion, claimed they were protected 
by the 1967 Age Discrimination in 
Employment Act, which forbids age 
discrimination of any worker 40 or 
older. 

Justice David H. Souter, the 
decision’s author, wrote: “In a 
world where younger is better, talk 
about discrimination because of age 
is naturally understood to refer to 
discrimination against the older. . . . 
The enemy of 40 is 30, not 50.” 

Dennis Cline, one of the work- 
ers in the case, said the ruling will 
hurt people in their 40s and 50s, 
who are easy targets for corporate

Apple Over Use 
Of 'Lose Yourself’ 

DETROIT I Rapper Eminem’s music 
publisher is suing Apple Computer 
Inc., claiming the company used one 
of the hip-hop superstar’s songs in a 
television ad without permission. 

Eight Mile Style filed the copy- 
right infringement suit Friday 
against Apple, Viacom Inc., its MTV 


subsidiary — which aired the ad, 
the suit claims — and the TBWA/ 
Chiat/Day advertising agency. 

At issue is an ad 
for Apple’s iTunes 
pay-per- download 
music software, in 
which a 10 -year- 
old sings Eminem’s 
Grammy- winning 
“Lose Yourself.” 

“Eminem has never nationally 
endorsed any commercial products,” 
according to the lawsuit, (ap)

Q How can I find Information to 
gauge the likelihood a charity 
will put my money to good use? 

A No matter how passionate 
you may feel about a particu- 
lar cause, making a charitable do- 
nation can feel a bit like dropping 
your money into a black hole. 

Even if there’s no fear of out- 
right waste or scandal, it’s hard 
not to wonder whether the money 
will be used responsibly and in the 
way you might envision. 

Upon request, many charities 
will supply key information such 
as a breakdown on what por- 
tion of every dollar goes to the 
organization’s grass-roots pur- 
pose as opposed to administrative 
expenses, pay for top officials, 
fund-raising and marketing. 

But rarely is such informa- 
tion volunteered in mailings and 
telephone solicitations. 

The Internet has made it far 
easier to fill in these gaps, thanks 
to a variety of Web sites that 
monitor and even rate charities, 
and that also provide news, gen- 
eral tips on giving and other tools.

Bill Gates outlines 
plans for fortifying 
vulnerable systems 

SAN FRANCISCO I Microsoft Corp. 
Chairman Bill Gates, whose com- 
pany’s software is often derided for 
being buggy and vulnerable to hack- 
ers, showed off planned features on 
Tuesday for shoring up its programs 
and heading off cyberattacks. 

Progress is being made against 
viruses, network attacks and sloppy 
code that make systems vulnerable, 
but much work remains, he said. 

Speaking to thousands of secu- 
rity experts at the RSA Computer 
Security Conference, Gates showed 
off an upcoming Windows XP 
update that focuses on security 
improvements. Service Pack 2 
includes a centralized control center 
where users can automatically check 
their computer’s security status, such 
as whether all critical updates have 
been applied or whether antivirus 
software is running.

Unlike earlier Windows releas- 
es, Microsoft’s firewall software — 
which blocks intruders from enter- 
ing a system — will be turned on as 
part of the default installation. 

Gates also 
showed off “active protection tech- 
nologies” that will gird Windows 
computers against attacks by sens- 
ing changes in the network that 
indicate virus activity. If a prob- 
lem is detected, the computer’s 
firewall will ratchet up defenses.

Brutality overwhelms the message in Gibson’s controversial film 


FILM I “The Passion of the Christ” 
is one of the dubious things that 
happen when you wish for greater 
courage and intensity of vision from 
commercial filmmakers. 

Whatever one’s opinion of the 
result, it’s possible to admire Mel 
Gibson’s focused tenacity in con- 
ceiving and steering this willfully 
provocative depiction of the last 
12 hours of Jesus Christ’s life into 
multiplexes. 

Gibson’s film doesn’t skimp on 
violence — and it is here that the 
good news is swamped by the bad. 
For “The Passion of the Christ” is 
relentlessly, overwhelmingly and 
egregiously brutal both to its pro- 
tagonist and its audience’s senses. 

Gibson bears down on the 
grisly, horrific details of Christ’s 
physical mutilation and torment 
practically at the expense of any 


wider context. 

When, for instance, Christ (Jim 
Caviezel) is gleefully whipped by 
Roman soldiers, it isn’t enough to 
merely strip away layers of his back 
with switches. They take out what 
looks to be a cat- of-nine -tails with 
hooks and apply them to his legs 
and torso. When the time comes 
for crucifixion, one of the Roman 
soldiers insists on showing his raw 
recruits how to do it right by pulling 
an arm from its socket, hammer- 
ing in the nail and bending it back 


to hold it firmly down. 

Writing all this down is awful. 
Imagine what it’s like to watch. 

Where is the “tolerance, love and 
forgiveness” that Gibson has prom- 
ised his audience? Where, beyond 
some furtive snatches of backstory, 
is the buoyant embrace of life and 
hope that Christ’s message repre- 
sents to millions? 

The movie starts off in the gar- 
den of Gethsemane where Christ, 
aware of the desperate tribula- 
tions he’s about to face, prays 


beneath a full moon. Judas (Luca 
Lionello) arrives with Jewish tem- 
ple guards who almost immediately 
begin punching, slapping and truss- 
ing Christ. 

Brought before Jewish priests 
for a late-night tribunal, Christ, his 
right eye already swollen shut, con- 
fesses to being the son of God and 
is sent to Pontius Pilate (played by 
Hristo Naumov Shopov in the man- 
ner of a world-weary police chief) 
for sentencing. 

Most readers knowwhat happens 
next, but, as you might have heard, 
there’s much dispute over the way 
the movie handles the details up to 
this point. The question of whether 
the Jewish priests or Roman politi- 
cians bear full culpability for Jesus’ 
death is big and too delicate for a 
mere movie to resolve. Which is 
probably just as well,

On the Rebound 


Jen Chapin’s band 
dumped her; that’s 
when her career began 

PERSONALITY I With an Ivy League 
education and experience as a teach- 
er and hunger activist, a career 
in music wasn’t necessarily Jen 
Chapin’s first choice. 

Then the funk-inspired party 
band that she sang with dumped 
her, and the rejection stung far more 
than she anticipated. 

“I’d always been involved in 
music as a hobby and I just real- 
ized it was more crucial to my life 
than that,” she said. “I didn’t want 
to be that dispensable. It made me 
dig in and decide to study music a 
bit more.” 

Chapin, 32, makes her nation- 
al CD debut today with “Linger,” a 
singer- songwriter set influenced 
by jazz and soul. The disc’s title 
comes from “Little Hours,” its first 
song and most memorable melody 
about resisting the urge to hurry 
through life. 

Along with love songs, Chapin 
sings about soulless teenage boys, 
a childhood friend who died at 
the World Trade Center and the

vastness of her adopted New York 
City. In “Passive People,” she gently 
prods a disengaged citizenry to get 
involved in their country. 

Chapin’s dad, the late folk sing- 
er Harry Chapin, would have loved 
that song. Chapin heads the board 
of directors for World Hunger Year, 
a nonprofit organization founded 
by her father. 

Although Chapin used one of her 
father’s old guitars on “Linger,” he 
had less to do with her musical 
upbringing than her older brothers’ 
disco records. Harry Chapin died 
in a car accident in 1981, before his 
daughter became a teenager, but 
his legacy lives on. 

“I’ll do a show in a coffee house 
before 20 people, and 15 of them 
will be Harry Chapin fans,” she said. 
“I’m really looking forward to that 
changing, but that’s the way it’s been 
so far. I really can’t complain; it’s 
part of who I am.” 

One of the most personal, and 
specific, songs on Chapin’s CD is 
“Hurry Up Sky,” dedicated to her 
friend, Kristy Ryan, who worked on 
the 104th floor of the North tower 
at the World Trade Center. 

The song, and Chapin’s album, 
may never have happened if it hadn’t 
been for that old band that decided 
to break up, then reform without 
her. It was ultimately a motivator. 

“I pity the people who have never 
had the blow to the ego, who have 
never been dumped,” she said, david

Purple Makes a Comeback 


The reclusive Prince 
maybe planning to 
storm the music world 

RETURNS I In lyrics. Prince has 
never been as cryptic as, say, fel- 
low Minnesota native Bob Dylan 
(“Darling Nikki,” for instance, can 
never be criticized for ambiguity), 
but for years his career path has 
been a different matter. From his 
bold and eclectic experimentations 
to his frustrating disappearing acts 
from the pop scene. Prince has kept 
his fans guessing. 

When Prince opened the 46th 
annual Grammy Awards earlier 
this month, looking and sounding 
much like he did in the 1980s, more 


than a few of his fans probably shook 
their head and wondered, “What hap- 
pened to this guy? ” 

Maybe 2004 will be the ^ 
year that brings Prince back 
to the mainstream scene. This 
year marks the 20th anniversary of 
his paisley- and-funk masterpiece 
“Purple Rain,” and next month 
he will be inducted into the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame. He has been 
playing the old hits with verve at 
club dates in San Francisco and 
Los Angeles (including a post- 
Grammys performance at the 
House of Blues) and on Tuesday 
he drops by the El Rey Theatre 
— not to play, but to stage a news 
conference of undeter- 
mined intent. The popular

assumption, though, is that it will 
be the announcement of a U.S. tour 
called “Musicology.”

Redskins release Armstead, Smith to save eash 


PRO FOOTBALL | A trade that would 
send four-time Pro Bowl cornerback 
Champ Bailey from Washington to 
Denver for running back Clinton 
Portis became “imminent” Tuesday 
after the Broncos re-signed mid- 
dle linebacker A1 Wilson, an NFL 
source told The Associated Press. 

The source, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the Broncos 
had wanted to sign Wilson to see 
how much money they had available 
before starting serious negotiations 
with Bailey’s agent. Jack Reale. 

“It makes it imminent,” the 
source said. “All that’s required is 
for Reale to make a contract agree- 
ment with Denver.” 

Reale did not immediately 
return a call seeking comment. 


Denver would also receive 
Washington’s second-round selec- 
tion in April’s draft, the source said. 
That would leave the Redskins with 
just two picks in this year’s draft. 

The Redskins opened some sal- 
ary cap space Tuesday by cutting 
four veterans: defensive end Bruce 
Smith, linebacker Jessie Armstead, 
punter Bryan Barker and defensive 
tackle Lional Dalton. 

Portis, who rushed for 1,591 yards 
last season, has two years remain- 
ing on the contract he signed as a 
second-round draft pick in 2002. 
Displeased with the $300,000 he 
made last season, he has hinted 
he might be a holdout when train- 
ing camp starts unless the Broncos 
rework his deal. Joseph white (ap)

D 0 P I N G I Dwain Chambers, Europe’s 
fastest man, became the first ath- 
lete banned for use of the designer 
steroid THG. 

The British sprinter was sus- 
pended for two years Tuesday and 
banned for life from the Olympics 
after being found guilty of a doping 
offense by UK Athletics. 

THG, or tetrahydrogestrinone, 
is a previously undetectable ste- 
roid at the heart of a major U.S.- 
based doping scandal. Chambers, 
the European 100 -meter champi- 
on, was one of five track and field 
athletes who tested positive for the 
drug last summer. 

Chambers’s two-year suspension 
will end Nov. 7 , 2005. In addition, 
under British rules, he’s barred from 
ever competing in the Olympics.
